mill of one or two horsepower. This 
engine grinds quicklime and delivers 
the finely-powdered lime into one end 
of the gutter, while a half-inch faucet 
drops water enough into the lime 
to make a mixture somewhat of 
the consistency of ordinary limewash, 
which, running slowly down the gutter 
(the latter is on a gentle incline,) drops 
through the holes into the sewage, 
which, having a circular motion com- 
municated to it by the speed, it enters 
into the well, mixes the quicklime with 
the sewage and thoroughly deodorizes 
it. It (the sewage,) is now run intoa 
series of catch-pits 3 or 4 feet deep, and 
about 50 feet long by 30 feet wide, com- 
municating with each other. Here the 
sewage loses its motion, and the sedi- 
ment quickly falls to the bottom. 
These catch-pits communicate with 
each other by shallow channels near 
the top of the sides, and by the time 
the sewage has passed through two of 
them, the fluid that escapes is allowed 
to run offinto the river, being about 
as clear as the fluid I see here running 
in the zanjas for irrigating purposes. 
There are two or more sets of 
these catch-pits, and when the 
mud in one is pretty solid, they 
turn the sewage into another set and 
allow the deposit in the first set to 
dry until it can be cut into blocks, 
which are stacked ready for sale; and 
such is the reputation of this as a fer- 
tilizer that farmers come for long dis-

WASHINGTON, March 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Appropriations 
Committee of the Senate has been at 
work the whole day getting appropri- 
ation bills in shape. It is believed that 
the condition of business is such as to 
make an extra session improbable. 
Three appropriation bills, viz. the 
Postoffice, Agriculture and General 
Deficiency, have not yet passed the 
Senate, but the first-named is well ad- 
vanced toward final action, and the 
other two will be reported tomorrow.

concerned; and unless we are mistaken 
(and very badiy mistaken, too,) the owners 
and trainers of trotting horses will be very 
apt to stand by an association that has in- 
augurated a new departure. 
It goes without saying that whenever 
there are ten entries 
t cent. entrance fev, the horses are simply 
ing tor their owners’ money, This con- 
dition of things has prevailed here for 
2 and the Los Angeies managers were 
first to put the kybosh’ on it, It now 
remains to be seen whether the new de- 
parture of the Los Angeles association will 
result (as we believe it will) in an increased 
number of entries. The policy adopted by 
them is one of ‘liye and let live,’ and there- 
fore deserves to succeed.”

The Shell Game Man so far Unable 
to Furnish Ball.

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FURTHER TESTS. 


Trying to Define Mrs. Abbott’s 
Mysterious Influence. 


“HUMAN CURRENT” ON A WIRE 


A Mysterious Twenty Pounds to Be 
Accounted For—Fantastic and 
llusive Tricks Played by 

the Scales. - 


Another interesting series of experiments 
with Mrs. Annie Abbott was held yesterday 
morning, about a dozen ladies and gentle 
men being present to witness them. The 
line of tests instituted Saturday was con- 
tinued, mainly to prove the power of the 
lady to furnish an electric current by which 
a telegraphic mese ke might be transmitted 
overawire. By the use of two metal han- 
dies, about one hundred feet of insulated 
wire and the enunciator of a telephone, it 
was easy to detect the “ticks” when the clr- 
cuit was opened and closed. But, after.the 
feat had been performed through Mrs. Ab- 
bott, the handles were taken by a gentle- 
man of the party, and it was found that he 
furnished an equaliy serviceable current, 
This proved rather too much to allow 
any exceptional power to Mra 
Abbott. Further investigation showed 
that several other members of the party, 
including a boy 11 years old, could each 
supply the same current. That a current 
was thus furnished was proven by the fail- 
ure to transmit any tick“ over the dead 
wire, when the human battery was discon- 
nected. * 

This of itself is quite an interesting d 
onstration, and will be new to maby e 
trical experts. The “human current,” if it 
may be so called, made ro impression on & 
galvanometer set at forty ohms resistance, 
80, of course, itis slight, It would not sat 
fice to work even the most delicate tele 
graphic instrument, but is still strong 
enough to make a decided iwprsssion 
through the diaghragm of a telephone. 

Another experiment was tried in lift 
ing a boy charged by Mrs. Abbott’s peculiar 
influence. The boy proved not the best of 
subjects, and was lifted once or twice by 
a strong man, but it was with con- 
siderable effort. To make a demonstration 
of the additional weight thus acquired, the 
following experient was tried: 

Theboy was charged by Mrs. Abbott 
through two silk handkerchiefs, and the 
man who lifted at him stood on the platform 
ofascale. The balance showed that he 
lifted the boy’s weight and over twent 
pounds additional without raising the boy’s 
feet from the floor. This may de accoun 
a valuable test. ‘The scales could not have 
been hypnotized or humbugged. They 
showed during the lifting the weight of the 
man and boy and twenty pounds over, but 
still the boy was not lifted. Where did 
this additional weight come from if not 
through the silk handkerchief? 


The position of the boy was 
then changed. He was placed on 
the scales and again e ed 
with this mysterious influence, t 


no satisfactory results were sec 
There seemed at times to be a variation in 
weight of a few pounds, but again the bal- 
ance went back to the normal. The flucta- 
ations were mainly noticeable when a map 
grasped the boy’s bared elbows, but with- 
outiifting or bearing down, so far as he 
was able to avold it. : 

Here ft seemed, after all, that the scales 
might be humbugged. If the boys ponder- 
ability was increased twenty pounds when 
he stood on the floor, why not when be 
stood on the scales? a 

The deductions drawn from this line of ex- 
periments were as follows: 

First.- ‘That an influence was transmitted 
from Mrs. Abbott, turough the handkerchiefs 
to the boy. 

Second. That this influence could —— 
electricity from fact that is* 
through silk, a pon-conductor. 

Third. That this influence, though ap- 
parently adding to the ponderability of tne 
subject, does not come under tha laws of 
gravity, because it does not manifest iweif 
directly upon the scales. r 

Fourth. Thatthis influence may be con- 
verted into actual weight through the me- 
dium of physical force, In other words 
that it may be converted from one form of 
force into another, and thus hasan equiva- 
lent in gravitation. 

It would appear that these deductions uo 
not —— the mystery, but only increase 

N eless, by a process of elimina- 
tion they may load. a little way toward 
establisning the character of the unknown 
influence. 

The doctrine of the conservation and cor- 
relation ot forces which is now generally 


the principle that force is a fixed quantity in 
the universe; that it cannot be created 
or annihilated; that it may de 
converted into various forms and may be 
stored up in matter, to be liberated by 
chemical or other action. Since the ex- 
plosion of the theory of “caloric,” it is con- 
ceded that heat and light are but modes of 
motion. Thus force, from an original form, 
may be converted directly into heat, light 
or electricity. If Mrs. Abbott’s peculiar 
force does pot take the form of electricity, 
what other form does it take? Is there 
some new “mode of motion” to be discov-

One hundred years ago today there | 
died in London a remarkable manh—a 
man who would bave made himself 
pre-eminent in almost any branch of 
human uctivity, and who, having 
chosen the preaching of the gospel as 
his field has left an indelible impress 
on the religious thought of the age and 
founded one of the most important and 
‘widespread demonstrations of the Pro- 
testant church. One hundred years 
ago, when he died, there were about 
80,000 Methodists in all the world. 
Today there are over 4,000,000 in Amer- 
ica alone. 

Jobn Wesley came of a family of 
preachers. His father, Samuel Wes- 
ley—himself the son of a dissent- 
ing minister—distinguished himself, 
toward end of the seventeenth century, 
as a writer and divine. John Wesley 
was brought up in the Church of Eng- 
land and carried on a large portion of his 
work within the pale of that church. 
In 1735, at the repeated solicitations 
of John Burton and Gen. Oglethrope, 
he undertook a mission to the colony 
of Georgia. ons of his chief objects being 
the conversion of the Indians. The 
rigid ecclesiastical discipline which he 
attempted to enforce proved distaste- 
ful to many of the colonists. After a 
stay of three years in America he re- 
turned to England and affiliated him- 
self withthe Moravians, afterwards 
joining the celebrated Whitefield at 
Bristol and preaching in the open air 
to immense multitudes. It was then 
—in 1739—that he began to organize 
his followers into bands“ and laid in 
Bristol the corner-stone of the first 
Methodist chapel. 

John Wesley’s organizing power wad 
extraordinary, his control over men 
most exceptional and his diligence 
scarcely paralleled. His style in the 
pulpit was fluent, clear, argumenta- 
tive, often amusing, well suited to the 
capacity of his hearers, but never im- 
passioned like Whitefield’s, He had 
a mild and grave countenance, which, 
in old age, appeared extremely venera- 
ble. His manners were polite and en- 
tirely free from gloom and austerity. 


times, an average offifteen times a 
week. He was amost liberal man, 
giving away during fifty years of his 
life $150,000. Merely as an author, he 
would have made his mark, having 
published about 200 volumes. His ex- 
cellent health no doubt contributed 
largely to his capacity for 
work, he having never lost a 
night’s sleep in his lite before his 70th 
year. His favorite maxim was: 
“Always in haste but never in a 
hurry.” He never worried, saying 
“ten thousand cares are no more 
weight to my mind than ten thousand 
hairs to my head. His last entry in 
his account book reads: For upwards 
of eighty-six years I have kept my ac- 
counts exactly; I will not attempt to 
do it any longer, being satisfied with 
the continual conviction that I save all 
I can and give all I can; that is, all I 
have.“ 

His public life, says Abel Stevens, 
ending February 23, 1791, stands out in 
the history of the world unquestionably 
pre-eminent in religious labors above 
that of any otner man since the apos- 
tolicage. Southey said of him, *‘I-con- 
sider himas the most influential mind 
of the last century—the man who will 
have produced the greatest effects cen- 
turies, or perhaps millenniums, hence, 
if the present race of men should con- 
tinue so long. 

Hester Ann Rogers, who was present 
at his death, thus wrote of the last 
scene: \ 

“The solemnity of the dying hour of that 
great and good man I believe will be ever 
written on my heart. A cloud of the divine 

resence rested on all; and while he could 
ly be said to be an inhabitant of earth, 
being now speechiess, and his eyes fixed, 
victory and glory were written on his coun- 
tenance, and quivering, as it were, on his 
dying lips. No language can paint what 
appeared in that face! The more we gazed 
upon it, the more we sawof heaven un- 
speakable!“ 

As long as the Christian religion en- 
dures, the memory of John. Wesley 
will not fade. He has his monuments 
iu ten thousand spires which rise to 
heaven in all parts of the world. The 
good seed which he sowed has indeed 
prospered and increased many thou- 
sand fold. 


ROAD RIGHTS, 


“By taking or accepting land for a 
highway, the public acquire only the 
right of way. 

This is quoted from section 2631 of 
the Political Codeofthis State, and 
itis plain therefrom that the public 
cannot take for road purposes the 
title to the land. That remains in the 
owner, the public getting only the 
right-of-way, or easement over the 


purposes and nothing more, If the 
owner of the land over whicha road 
runs should convey it to the county by 
deed absolute iu fee simple for a high- 
way, the county would barely take the 
right of way; the real title would still 
remain in the grantor, and any use of 
the road except for public travel and 
the necessary incidents thereof, would 
be in violation of his rights, and could 


same as if hisdeed had never been 
made, .A deed, therefore, of the right- 
of-way for a road is unnecessary, any 
consent. verbal or written, of the 
owner of the land being all that is re- 
quired; and even that is not necessary 
when the use of the road is long-con- 
tinued. The use need not be of very 
great duration to give the pub- 
lic an absolute right to the 
easement, Five years is an ample 
period for the ripening of the public’s 
claim. It might be much less in case 
of implied consent on .the part 
of the owner. 

The standard width of the road in 
this country is sixty feet, though some 
are wider, some being eighty feet and 
some 100, but no public road can be 
less than forty feet in width. In most 
of the old States sixty-six feet, or four 
rods, is the usual breadth of the road. 
Sixty feet is a convenient standard for 
a public highway, ag by common con- 
sent that width seems to have been 
adopted in this State.

The initial or 
terminal points being known, it ought 
never to be a very difficult task for the 
public surveyor to properly locate a 
line Of road, If the real location 
of a conspicuous road is involved 
in doubt and uncertainty, and its ter- 
miniare known, the road is where the 
public convenience will be best sub- 
served, and exactly there it should be 
located, The laws often speak of the 
public convenience, but never of the 
convenience of the land owner; and 
yet in locating public roads more atten- 
tion is usually paid to the whims of in- 
dividuals than to the nee is of the pub- 
lic. Sometimes a diversion is made to 

please some person, which involves the 
necessity for extra travel on~ the part 
of the publicof thousands of miles a 
year. Great injury is thus often inad- 

vertently done by the public authorl- 

ties. The requirement of the law, 
that the need and convenience of the 

pubiic shall be subserved, is in road 
matters too frequently lost sight of or 
neglected. 


THE LOS ANGELES PUBLIC BUILD- 
ING. 


A dispstch from Washington to the 
Chronicle gives further particulars of 
the circumstances attending the re- 
fusal of the Senate to pass an amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Bill increas- 
ing the Los Angeles public building 
appropriation. When the amendment 
was offered, Senator Gorman at once 
objected. Hesaid San Francisco was 
a large city and needed a large public 
building, which the Senate was willing 
to provide; but there were. many cities | 
larger than Los Angeles which were 
not treated so well, and if this amend- 
ment prevailed it would open the way 
for sixty orseventy amendments of the 
same nature, which would bring a to- 
talsum for public buildings up te an 
amount all out of proportion with 
the money available for this purpose. 
He gave notioe that if the amendment 
prevailed he would putin one for an 
extra custom house at Baltimore, and 
Senator Butler followed with a state- 
ment that he would also put in an 
amendment for a public building at 
Charleston. 
Mr. Allison asked that the amend- 
ment be withdrawn, but Mr. Stanford 
refused to do this, and then Senator 
Dolph asked Mr. Allison if, during his, 
recent sojourn in Los Angeles, he did 
not see a foundation for a new build- 
ing, and admit that the structure 
would not be adequate to the wants of 
the people. 
The amendment was defeated by a- 
viva voce vote, though it issaid it 
might have been carried by a call of 
the ayes and noes, which demand was 
not made. The special bill increasing 
the appropriation, which was passed 
by the Senate at the last session, is 
now in the House Committee, and 
theré is said to be a faint hope that it 


tainly received very scurvy treatment: 
in this matter. 


In his weekly financial review, 
Henry Clews continues to devote much 
attention tothe silver question. In 
last week’s review he says: 

It seems to be conceded even by the most 
Sanguine partisans of silver coinage that 
there is no chance for accomplishing any- 
thing atthis session. Possibly some form 
of compromise may yet be suggested ;but the 
silver leaders seein to care for nothing short 
of free-coinage, and its opponents seem 
equally resolved not to go beyond the 
limit of the existing law. Experi- 
enced politicians and statesmen seem 
to regard Mr. Cleveland’s silver let- 
ter as postponing all possibility of fur- 
ther silver legislation for some years to 
come, during which time the craze is likely 
to have exhausted itself. Indeed, already 
the strength of the issue is very: preceptibly 
waning, rtly from the grave political 
complications which it threatens, partly 
from the uncompromising hostility of east- 
ern opinion to aux further commitment of 
the Nation to the silver basis, and partly 
from the discovery that the western and 
southern pro-silver sentiment is much more 
superficial than it has been supposed to be. 
It thus seems that a point has been reached 
in this important struggie at which further 
— may be indefinitely post- 
pon

Notions of Modesty in All 
xy Ages and Climes. 


CONVENTIONALISM OR MORALS 


True and False shame Impure 
Minds See Impurity—The Great | 
Difference Between In- . 
and virtue. 


In the Hebraic tradition of the ori- 
gin of mankind, we are told, says 
Helen London in the Arena, that the 
Edenie pair, from whose loins have 
proceeded the innumerable genera- 
tions of beings we call the human race, 
were innocent of that emotion we 
name “shame,” untiPthe wily serpent 
induced Mother Eve into the pleasure 
of apple-eating. Weak man, as ever 
since, succumbed to her blandish- 
ments and partook with her of the 
feast, with the result that for the first 
time they perceived their nakedness 
and made for themselves garments, or, 
as one famous rendering has it, 


“*breeches”’ of fig-leaves. 


To the student of the development 
of moral ideas, this little incident in 
the traditional record presents a prob- 
lem of great interest. 


The fig-leaf of Adamic days, in its 
variety of counterpart at the present 
— as well as in ages past, is the sym- 
bol of an idea that has no assured 
stability of form, ndr ever has had; and 
to the student it is a Pers a 
baffling pursuit—this of endeavoring 
to grasp the substance of the idea 
which sbadows itself as modesty or 
shame. From the Puritan maiden, 
who swathes herself from chin to sole, 
to the Circassian slave-girl who will 
permit her body to be stripped before 
she will let her face be seen unveiled; 
from the Indian maiden of the North 
Pacific, who goes ungirt while mistress 
of herself, to the same maiden when 
she becomes a man’s property and 
girds her loins; from the many-times- 
enwrapped Boston girl in her boudoir, 
to the same girl upon the bathing- 
beach—the chase of the idea is an in- 
teresting and not wholly satisfying 
one, 

That there is something of actual 
import in the problem 1s evidenced by 
the frequent homilies upon the differ- 
ent phases through the pulpit and pub- 
lic. press. Duncing, theater-goers, 
decollette dress, the nude in art, each 
comes in for its share of denunciation 
which is seldom discriminating, and 
always evades an ussertion of funda- 
mental principles and their reasons. 
Recent expressions of opinion upon 
these phases through the press, pulpit, 
and action of governing bodies of art- 
galleries, etc., seem almost wholly in 
the line of upholding a conventionality 
which it cannot be wholly unjust to 
term unreasoning, since it gives us no 
reasons. The moral importance of the 
problem makes it permissible to ask 
whether these expressions of opinion 
have a warrant in good sense; whether 
they are based on real delicacy.“ 
Too often the epigrams wrought with 
this word are Tull of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing.” But when the 
searcher for truth turns to the field of 
nature where truth can still be run to its 
irrefutable 
in her natural 

lace and processes, is the essence of 
delicacy, as she is of strength. To ap- 
proach these problems with this thor- 
oughly accepted, is tohaves clearer 
light.on the way. 0 
A study of the ideas and customs of 
the nations of the past, as woll as of 
the present, brings a heavy weight of 
evidence to show that notions of 
modesty, even more than of morality, 
are mainly acquired variations of, or 
inventions based upon, a very few fun- 


damental principles, these in them- 


selves having little or no relation to 
modesty or morality in the abstract. 
Why else their great diversity and dis- 
cordunce from age to age, from year to 
ear, even in nations of the same day? 

it not that we invent our notions 


from time to time, teaching them as 


absolute truths of the younger genera- 
tion, rather than anything which we 
learn from nature? If our modern 
morals are too decollette, surely we 
alone are responsible for the paucity of- 
tig-leaves. 

It can be justly asked Is not thr 
true state of affairs this, that not oue 
dresses, but our morals are cut so low? 

In an aflirmative answer there is 
more than a grain of truth. If we 
would cut our morals so that they 
would {it our bodies more nearly, 
there would be less necessity for 
clothes to cover the balance, ould 
it not, then, be the higher and wiser 
policy to adopt a less decollete style for 
our morals and avoid the occasion for 
indelicacy in dress? But we preach 
and we practice acontemning of the 
body, we vilify and degrade the physi- 
cal member ot our human trinity, so 
that in sheer self-defence against our- 
selves we must wear some torm of the 


| primeval fig leaf. Does this seem an 


exaggeration, a vagary? Among the 
earliest ideas we inculcate in our child 
is an unreasoning, unreasoned con- 
tempt, a despising of certain portions 
and functions of the body. Year by 
year, we educate him faithfully in 
these notions, without logical reason 
assigned.

If then a woman as she ap- 
proached that most socred of her 
states, maternity, was an object of in- 
creased reverence, to be passed on the 
street by men with uncovered head and 
respectful bow, friend and stranger 
alike; and now the pregnant woman 
upon the street is the objeet of rude 
gaze, of jesting or disapproving re- 
mark, of imputation of immodesty 
from man and woman alike—is it cap- 
tious to ask wherein our modesty ex- 
cels the half-barbaric Greek? Would 
that here we might have an atavisni! 
Conceding that our daughters are 
contaminated by viewing the ballet, 
whence but from us did they get t 
idea of contamination? If the use 
exerts indecent endeavors to allure our 
sons, who but ourselves make our sons 
respond to her allurements? But one 
may question whether the ballet and 
spectacle need be so immodest to look- 
ers-on. I remember one night at one 
of Kiralfy’s most beautiful and impos- 
ing spectacles, I watched with interest 
a young man who had never seen such 
a performance.

The 
ure mind cannot receive impurity, if 
tis wisely pure; and our ability to 
withstand whatis not pure depends 
mainly on whether we were taught to 
receive it, That there is much of.vile- 
ness in thought and situation on the 
stage no one questions. But let us ask 
ourselves two questions: IIow much 
vileuess do we see that is such only be- 
cause it is in our minds? How much 
of itis due tothe demand for it, fos- 
tered by us? 
To our customary notions of mod- 
esty and to our methods of imparting 
them, is due the ry popularity of 
“erotic fiction.” it not strange that 
by far the majority of readers of impure 
books of the day are women—especially 
oung women and girls? That itis so, 
k-venders and librarians every- 
where know. Let it be known that a 
book in a library is slightly improper 
and it is at once sought after by our 
innocent maidens. They want to 
know, you know’’—what? A more or 
less yague, indefinite something, which 
they know exists; unnamed, mysteri- 
ous emotions which they feel impelled 
to taste—a feast to which they go pre- 
pared by their mothers to receive only 
a ruinous excitement. 

No one of discernment, who has 
bad much to do with children 
in their bodily life, but knows 
that the majority are victims of 
most disastrous vices, over which their 
mothers throw fig-leaves, to hide them 
from sight! Physicians combat these 
and their resulting evils with little 
zeal or success, knowing as they well 
do, that their efforts are mainly thrown 
away, while the present notions of 
modesty continue to be accepted as the 
highest type of virtue. Rare is it now, 
nud ever has been, that a woman “‘goes 
to her husband as unmarried as an 
ideal in u dream.“ When she does— 
in the sse in which tho words quoted 
were used—the pbysician knows the 
chances are at least equal that there 
will be one more victim, willing or un- 
willing, to the vices which threaten to 
bankrupt the marriage and home rela- 
tions—vices toward remedying which 
much could easily be done, were it not 
that the hands of physicians and sociolo- 
gists are tied by those who believe we 
sbould follow “the strict rule of reserve 
in speech“ —a tacit, howevor uninten- 
tional, upholding of the hidden prac- 
tice, howsoever hideous it may be. 

No greater mistake has the world 
ever mude than its coaventional accept- 
ing of innocence for virtue. Ignorance 
may be purity, it can never. be virtue. 

No soul in, as we say, virgin 
purity”? can even have the worth of 
matronly virtue. Nothing is so easy 
to sully as innocence, nor so dificuit 
as virtue. In this realm, ignorance is 
not bliss; Rely the path to a very tor- 

enting hell. 
mae fail always when we* try to raise 
our children in Mmnocenece. We would 
be fortunate if we did nothing worse 
than fail. Butin our serene ignorance 
of, or blind opposition to, the ways of 
nature, we force them into u seeking and 
Snding of a vicious knowledge, which 
arms trem with the weapons that turn 
against virtue. 

What wonder, then, that they so 
often fall in the fight, are made_pris- 
oners by the powers of evil? Tne fig- 
leaves we have put on them are not 
coats of mail—they simply serve to in- 
dicate to the enemy the vulnerable 
points. We teach them not the things 
to not be guarded against, either in 
themselves or in others; and if our 
sweet dauchter is tainted by the pres- 
sure of the rove’s arm in the waltz, 1 
fear it is because we have not taught 
her to cecognize and shun the roue, 
nor to repel contagion when it is pres- 
ent. And ifit is our son whois the roue, 
as he may likely be with some other 
mother’s daughter, I féar that there, 
too, we must bearthe blame. For did 
not our conventional ideas of modesty 
prevent our rightly instructing him? 

We do need to educate iu morals, 
but we need fewer fig-leaves. We do 
not need, as was recently thought ne- 
cessary in one of our large cities, to 
put trousers on the Apollo Belvidere,

and a movement to bring similar song- 
birds into California has lately been in- 
augurated. That the State Floral So- 
ciety may be informed of what is being 
done in this matter and may consider 
the wisdom of indorsing a plan that 
will make all out-of-door California 
more attractive,and possibly individ- 
ual flower gardens more pleasing, is

In the month of May, 1889, the Ore- 
gow Society imported from Clausthal, 
in Germany. under a contract with a 


birds in pairs of males and females, 
viz.: Ten pairs black-headed nightin- 
gales, 8 pairs of gray song thrushes, 16 
pairs of black song thrushes, 22 pairs 
skylarks,4 pairs of singing quail, 20 
pairs black starlings, 10 bullfinches, 40 
pairs goldfinches, 40 pairs of chat- 
tinches, 35 pairs of linnets, 40 pairs of 
ziskins (green finches), 20 a gros- 
beaks, 1 pair real nightingales (the rest 
bad died on the way), and several pairs 
of red-breasted English robins, wrens; 
forest finches, yellow-hammers, groen 
finches. The secre „C. F. Pfluger, 
reports that all these birds, with their 
cages, were placed on exhibition for 
four days to the public. Thousands of 
people went to see them, and the soci- 
ety realized about $500 by this show, 
which went toward paying for the ex- 
pense of bringing them out. At the 
close of the exhibition all the birds 
were turned loose in the suburbs of 
Portland, and a large number in other 
counties. The larks were let loose out- 
side of the city near clover meadows. 
The birds have done well ever since 
they were let loose. Some nested in 
Portland and some in the suburbs, 
while others went far off into the 
State. 

The society has received reports 
from numerous places that the birds 
have prospered, and that the scheme 
has beon a grand success. At H. 
Dosch’s place, back of Portland, black 
thrushes, song thrushes. goldfincbes 
and biack-headed nightingales have 
made their home and reared their 
young ones. Mr. Dosch has a large 
orchard and an abundance of wa- 
ter on his place, which makes 
it sought by the birds. 
have remained in and around the city, 
and their sweet gongs have been heard 
allover the city and East Portland. 
A pair of black-headed nightingaies | 
nested near Silverton, forty miles south 
of Portland, last summer, and a pair 
was seen near Forest Grove, fifty 
miles from Portland. Mr. Maher of 
North Portiand reports a nightingale 
singing near his place after dark during 
summer. At Mr. Munk’s place, 
back of the city, a pair of song 
thrushes made their nest and raised five 
oung onés this summer. Frank Da- 
— found a pair of — thrushes 
nesting back of the exposition build- 
ing last season. Several bullünches 
were seen by H, D. McDonald, a short 
time since, »Sack of the city. Mr. 
Stuhr, the Portland bird dealer, saw a | 
flock of greenfinches in South Port- 
land not long ago.

Boys will 
take notice and stop roaming over the 
bills with shotguns, as the residents of 
Crown Hills are determined to protect 
the birds.

The river above 
town is seven miles wide and below 
town in places the water covers the 
country in one grand lake over fifty 
miles across. The town has provisions 
sufficient for eight days more, and the 
Southern Pacific Hotel is feeding 1000 
people daily. 
Reports from Jakuno, fifteen miles

and many became exhausted from cold 
and hunger, and dropped into the 
water and were drowned.

Agaressiveness of Rallroad Corpo- 
rations. 

LovisVILLE (Ky.,) Feb. 17, 1891.— 
[Correspondence of THE Times.] A 
case will soon be tried before the Inter- 
state Commission, which will more 
fully define the rights of the public 
aguinst the railroad corporations. Col. 
Blanton Duncan brought charges last 
year against the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé for continuous violations of 
law, and the case is about ready for 
trial. There wiil be some variety about 
this trial, as the auswer of the Santa 
Fé, sworn to by a Chicagoemployé and 
filed by the Wuashiugton lawyers, Brit- 
ton & Gray, was not areal pleading, 
but what is culled **sham,”’ taking issue 
on irrelevant matters, aud in one por- 
tion assesting that the plaintiff nad 
sworn to a lie aud kuew it when he did 
co. A motion to strike out the answer 
was made, aud the leading eases sus- 
tain the poiut—es under the New York 
rules an answer was stricken out for 
‘sham aud irivolous,” and judgment 
affirmed in the Court of Appeals on the 
petition.

LAST TRIBUTES OF RESPECT

To Gen. Sherman and Admiral Por- 
_ ter—A Quiet Day in Town— 
A Few Personals 
and Brevities. 


A public memorial service was held 
yesterday afternoon in the Universal- 
ist Church in homer of Gen. Sherman 
and Admiral Porter. The large audi- 
torlum was completely filled apd the 
exeroises wore of a most impressive 
character. John F. Godfrey Post, G. 
A. R., Company B. N. G. C., and the 
Woman's Relief Corps attended in their 
respective bod ies. ' 

The meeting opened with music by 


the Harmonia Quartette. Rev. Dr. 
Con offered prayer. Bev. Mr. 
Cra read a scriptural passage and 


made some brief remarks appropriate 
to the occasion, confining himself 
chiefly to the oid soldiers. | 

Aftermusic by the quartette, Rev. 
Dr. Conger delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress on Gen. Sherman. 

The speaker began by saying that a 
nation owes much of its greatness to 
its at men. This fact was illus- 
trated by making mention of some of 
the illustrious men of various ages and 
countries, and of the influence each 
— in his country’s history. 

ntimuing, Dr. Conger said: 

“Today we join in the common sorrow of 
60,000,000 of our fellow citizens, a sorrow 
that has swept our whole country from 
ocean to ocean, and from gulfto lakes, like 
a great continuous tidal wave. ' 

“For — of a 
might e, has been poured out for one 
William Teou Sherman, who 
came a simple tad into a humble home, filled 
his place on earth faithfully for sixty-nine 

ears, and passed away asa private citizen. 
es, a private citizen, so far as all poe 
ce or offical service was concerved. He 
died, the simple citizen of the great republic. 

“But why this long-continued and uni- 
versal grief of a whole nation for this one 
man out of 60,000,000? The answer is 
simiple. It is the tribute of gratituae for 
the measure of service he rendered to 
others. That one Christian principle of ser- 
vice to others tells the whole story. Had be 
lived simply for self and worked only for 
his own glory, he might have been honored 
in the day of his power; but when, as a pri- 
vate citizen, bereft of all power, at the end 
of his selfish career, he wascut down by 
the ruthiess sickle of Time, he would have 
died unhonored and unsung. 

It is the great soul, consecrated to the 
love of God and love of country, that com- 
mands our gratitude and turns a great na- 
tion's joy into mourning and its laughter 
into tears. You ask me to pay a just tribute 
to the memory of this greatand good man. 
1 answer you, bere it is—in the tears of 
brave soldiers, in the sorrow of a nation’s 


bomes, in the official recognition by every | 


department of our far-reaching Govern- 
ment, and by eloquent word and fervent 
prayer, and tender aud uplifting song, in all 
the churches throughout this broad Chris- 
tlan land. Besides this universal tribute of 
a loving aud a grateful people my poor word 
is vain, I can only lay one little violet upon 
his bier, with the hope that its purity and 
fragrance may typify the grateful incense

- « « “His whole lite is before us like an 
open book, And it reads like a romance. 
be bare facts of his grand lite, told in un- 
varnished truth, make you wonder if he 
was not an ideal, rather than a real char- 
r. We have been accustomed to say 
that ‘every great man has some great weak- 
ness,’ Napoleon's ambition ruined bim. 
Byron’s wild paséions were his great weak- 
ness and they wrecked his wonderful 
genius at its prime. Gen. Shermao had no 
great weakness, and his life was so well 
rounded on every side that his character 
seems ideal rather than real. in general- 
ship he was greater than Napoleon, but his 
ambition for military power or glory never 
interfered with his manly duty. Indeed 
when we see how many of our bravest and 
best generals were torn by jealousies, and 
how they put their own advancement above 
their couatry’s cause, and would sacrifice 
our brave boys and even victory to gain 
promotion, we honor the man whose bigb- 
est ambition wae his country’s honor and 
who said: ‘l ask for no promotion but my 
SS approval when my work is done.’ 

“His army, which followed him in that 
100-days fight to Atlanta, and then carried 
his yictorious banner to the sea, and 
then moved on to Richmond and to 
peace, fairly worshiped their leader. 
ae hen the great war came he was 
one of the few men great enough to strip 
the occasion of all giamour, and face the 
hard facts and comprehend the magnitude 
of the situation. His genius con- 
ceived and plasned the most magnificent 
campaign on record, and executed it witha 

brit that astonished the world. 

“Gen. Grant said of his Atlanta campaign: 
*You have accomplished the most Ezigantie 
undertaking given to apy general in this 
war, and with a skill aud ability that will 
be acknowledged in history as unsurpassed, 
if not unequaled.’ And of his march to the 
sea, Gen. Grant, who understoed his pians 
better than any living man, said, the like of 
which is not read of in any past history. 

“The last move that brought peace, his in- 
laud march toward Kichmond, was the pro- 
duct of bis genius, avd accomplished the 
most, with the least bloodshed, of any cam- 
paigo on record. 

„ . 80 simple was his greatness, 
that the humbiest soldier could approach 
him with confidence, and the poor slave by 
the roadside might command his attention. 
His boys called him Uncle Billy,’ but 
loved him as a father, and would go through 
tire it he commanded it. More than a quar- 
ter of a century has passed since that victo- 
rious host, ragged, battie-scared and bronzed 
by hardships, marched through Washington 
aud proudly amd gratefully iaid down tneir 
arms and surrendered their tattered flags at 
his command, to return to their peaceful 
homes. They scattered 8 this great 
Nation and have wrought their lives into 
its growth, its unity and its strength. 

‘But they have not forgotten their great 
and good leader, and wherever they are in 
this broad today, they mourn witb 
tender tears his loss. So did the whole Na- 
tion love him, and so does the Nation’s 


wourn him. 

„He was the last of the great triumvirate. 
Grant, Sheriden, Sherman.—The immortal 
three, 1 will not say that he was 
the test of these three. 1 
need not say it. They knew no 
rivairy. Each has, by glad consent of the 
others, held tue highest military honors this 
Nation could bestow, and they are the cniy 
ones who have borne the highest military 
titles of the land. They are side by side. 
Neither shall dim the lustre of the other, 
and their glory shall not fade. 

William Tecumseh Sberman has joined 
the immortals, but his name stands for 
Taithfulness ase son, for loving duty as a 
father, tender triendship as a neighbor, 
steriing integrity as a business man, a brave 
soldier, a Wise general, a loyal eit zen aud a 
noble map.
